JIR. MACKINTOSH IN LONDON. 

How He and lord Dufferin Impressed the 
Rulers of Finance. 

MosTREAi., Oct. 4. — Hon. Charles H. 
.Mackintosh, Lieut. -Governor of the 

Northwest Territflries, who has just re- 
turned from Kiigland, e.^cpreeses great 
satisfaction at the changed condition of 
allaira in I^nglaiid re;;arcling the Do- 
minion. " Never," he .says, " has there 
Ijeei) anytliing like tlie awakening of in- 
teresL in the rcBourcuB of Canada experi- 
enced at the jireseiit time."

A QUEER OLD MAN. 

Tbougli Wortli Many Tbousands He Found 
Life Uninteresting. 

Ki.NGSTON, Oct. 4.— Adelbert Wycott, 
of ricton, attempted suicide by cutting 
his throat while temporarily insane at a 
city hotel. He made a dozen wounds in 
his throat, and was found in an uncon- 
scious condition. The wounds are not 
fatal. "When searched $5-13 in gold and 
i),0G9 in bills were found on him. He 
ifl a wealthy man of Picton, Prince Ed- 
ward county, who left home a couple of 
weeks ago to comehereforhospital treat-

CENTllAL PBISON SCORCHED. 

More Than a Hundred Thousand Dollars

did from |LOO,000 to $160,000 damage to 
the Central Prison. A general alarm 

sounded and the whole brigade turned 
out. The fire started in the broom fac- 
tory department, and was eo sudden 
that a number of convicts were com- 
pelled to jump from the second-story 
windows. One named Thomas Oarlyle 
was seriously injured. The Are spread 
to the twine factory and the conserva- 
tory, but was kept to these buildings. 

AFRICAN EXPLORATION. 

Authentic News of tlie Caveadlsb Sporting 
Expedition— New Lakes and 
Volcanoes. 

London, Oct, 4, — A letter received here 
from Kikuyua, British East Africa, die- 
poscB of the story received at Borne from 

Benadir that the Cavendish sporting 
expedition, which left Berbera, East 
Africa, last year, arriving at Lake Som- 
aliland about the middle of November, 
and proceeding thence towards Lake 
Rudolph, had been attacked by a band 
of natives, who tnurderetl all the mem- 
bers of the expedition, consisting of two 
Englishmen and fifty natives. 

Tlie letter now received says that Cav- 
endish, who is a nephew of the Duke of 
Devonsliire, and Lieut. Andrew, his 
companion, arrived at Kikuyua, on Aug. 
5, after a trip around Lake Kudolph, 
which up to that time had been unex- 
plored. They had a trying time. Their 
head man incited the natives of the party 
to mutiny, and the two Englishmen were 
forced to yield to their demands. But 
near Kikuyua Cavendish and Andrew 
seized the two ringleadere, who liave 
since been sent to the coast for trial. 

The expedition discovered a new lake 
and two active volcanoes, and crossed 
the Gulf of Aden to the Zanzibar coast 
by much the same route as that previ- 
ously followed by Dr. Donaldson Smith 
of Philadelphia. 



Rlack Desolation Relgfus Over a 
Larg:e Tract of Prairie aud 
Rush Coiiutry. 



Great Loss of Life, While Many 
Escaped Settlers Have Been 
Left Quite Destitute. 



Newly Arrived Galicians aud Scan- 
dluavians Aiuoug:st tbe 
Unfortunate. 



WiNinpEo, Oct. 4.— The reports wired 
last night of death and destruction by 
bnsh and. prairie fires in Eastern Mani- 
toba during the heavy gales of Saturday 
are by no means exaggerated. There is 
destruction in all sections. Fortunately 
tbe fires were confined to districts 
where there is bat a sparse settlement 
or the loss of life would have been mueh 
greater. No fatalities are reported from 
prairie fires; it was in the wooded' set- 
tlements where loss ot lives occurred. 
The district east of Winnipeg, between 
Darwin and Whitemouth stations, is 
heavily wooded and was almost 
entirely swept. The most serious loss 
occurred in the Beausejour settlement 
where seven German women aud chil- 
dren lost their lives. There is great dia- 
ti csa. The families of tlie following lost 
everything and are destitute: Thomas 
Diinlap, T, T. Mysskosky, A. Scryer, 
John Pflfer, E. Jones, W. Wyckeus, D. 
Brown, VV. Saunders, J. Huggins, D. 
Rocksedler, E. Hufiman and three other 
German families whose names are not 
known. The families of the following 
lost everything but their homes: W. 
Buchanan, A. Beatti, J. Garland, R. 
McPheraon and John Busli. S.Turner 
lost 200 tone of hay and J. D. Campbell 
200 tons of hay aud a hay press; John 
Sinnott, 1,200 cords of wood. The firea 
are now somewhat abated. 

J. Laundery, a hunter and trapper, 
was caught in the flames at Scott's hill, 
near Whitemouth. His body was found

NOT POEMALLY DECIDED. 

Great Britain Has Not Yet Announced Her 
Course In tbe Sealing Business. 

LoxDO.v, Oct, 4.— The United States 
ambassador, Col. Hay, visited the for- 
eign office to-day. The ofhcials of that 
department say that their talk with Col, 
Hay was concerning the Behring Sea 
seal question. Tbe course of G-reat Brit- 
ain in the matter has not yet been de- 
cided upon.

NICARAGUAN RAILWAYS, 

The Government Has Been Authorized to 
Sell or Lease Them. 

Managua, Nicaragua, Oct. 4.— The 
congress of Nicaragua hag authorized 
the government to lease or sell the 
national railways. 

The diet of the Greater Republic of 
Central America has caused the publica- 
tion of an account of the claim made 
upon the diet by United States Minister 
Baker, and also an order of the diet 
withdrawing the exequatorof the conaul- 
Kcncral of Costa Rica, who was imjiria- 
oned liero on the charge of aiding the 
rovohilioulsts iu their recent attempt to 
overthrow the government of Zelaya. 

SIX KILLED. 

A FassenEcr Train Runs Down a Wagon 
Near Willow Springs, . 

Willow SrniNGs, Mo., Oct. 4. — A paa- 
Benger train on the Kansas, Fort Scott it 
MomphiB Railroad ran into a wagon con 
t lining Beveu persons at Deadman'e Out* 
tltree miles north of here, at 9 o'clock 
this forenoon, instantly killing six and 
fatally injuring the other one. The train 
was stopped and the remains of the dead 
and injured were brought here. Con- 
ductor Hftllaway saya proper signals for 
the crnesing were given, but they were 
not heard, The crossing is considered 
one of the most dangerous in the coun- 
try, being a curve and lieavy grade,

Section men and their families along 
the line were picked up by conductors of 
trains and carried to tlje stations for 
safety. At Binott's siding 2,000 cords of 
woods were destroyed, Mr. and Mrs. 
Young, livinu live miles south of there, 
lost everything, and only saverl their 
lives by staying in the river for hours. 
Win. slander lost everything except his 
team, whicli was working on another 
farm . 

Passengers from the East say that the 
scene from Cross Lake to Beausejour is 
one of black desolation. No fares were 
burning near the track, but in the dis- 
tance, on either side, heavy banks of 
smoke could be seen, betokening the 
presence of large bush fires. 

Wliile reports from Western points to- 
day indicated that the prairie firea 
whicli raged with such fiercenesa on 
Saturday had pretty well spent their 
fury, nevertheless, farther reports or 
severe loss were brought into the city, 
Messrs. Mitt, Siasons, Greave and Mul- 
gan lost everything, barely escaping 
with their lives. From Lake Frances 
reports come in that fourteen out of 
Geventcen settlers have lost everyttiing, 
and fears are entertained for the lives of 
some. 

Bad reports are also coming in from 
Fort Laurent. Around Reaburn several 
haystaeka have been burned. Cattle 
have been burued by dozens out north, 
Souie miles north of Reaburn, two bro- 
thers named Upjohn were living 
together, and on observing the fire ap- 
proaching their premises on Sat- 
urday, they took precaution for tbe 
preservation of their, lives and efifects. 
They took shelter in the cellar, and after 
a time one, Hamilton Upjohn, went oat- 
tide to see how matters were. Some 
minutes later the other brother was 
driven out; of his shelter liy the burning 
of the building, but could not find any 
trace of hia brother Hamilton. It is 
feared lie was cremated in one of the 
buildings. 

W. W. Mc'Millan, one of the propri- 
etors of the elevator destroyed at Bagot, 
returned from the scene to-day aud con- 
liritiB the report of the destruction there. 
He says tho men must have worked like 
Trojans to have saved the buildings now 
standing, as all state that the fire came 
upon them with great fierceness. 

At Marquette, farmer T. F. Hyde lost 
hia entire crop. North of the city the 
lire Bwejit from Parkdale to Selkirk, de- 
stroying hay and other crops along its 
rouili, also a house at Lower Fort Garry. 
In tlio Morris district five farmers lost 
biiildiiins and stock. In East Selkirk 
1,000 corde of wood belong'ing to David 
Lyons and 100 cords belonging to J. D. 
Dagg were destroyed. 

Subscriptions have been started in 
Winnipeg for the relief of the sufTerers, 
as many have lost their entire belong- 
ings. During the past summer the Do- 
minion immigration department have 
settled many families of Galicians and 
Scandinavians in the districts north of 
Whithmouth and Beausejour, and it is 
feared these new ai rivals have suffered 
severely. Immigration Commiaaioner 
McOreary, accompanied by Rev, C. W, 
Gordon and immigration interpreters, 
left at noon to make a tour of inspection. 
The coiumiosioner is of the opinion that 
great destitution has prevailed there, if 
not more fatalities than are already 
known. He took with him a quantity 
of provisions for the immediate relief of 
the dealitute, while Rev. C. W. Gordon 
had gathered considerable clothing, etc., 
for the , sufTerers from tho fire. The 
party will drive through the settled por- 
tion of the vbumed, distriots north of 
BeauBojonr and Whitemouth.

He Informs New York of the En- 
terprise Which Will Soon Ease 
the Klondyke Trip. 



An Overhead Trolley to Carry All 
Freight Over the Trouble- 
some Passes. 



-NE\vYoHK,Oct.4— Oapt. Jno. IrvinR, o( 
the Victoria and Sitka Sieamehip Com- 
pany, commiiiulur of tlio steamer Islaiul- 
er, is at the Fifth Avenue hotel. Captain 
Irvinj?, in an interview toiiay, said: 
" Tliere will lie a railroad over tlio ))a88ea 
and down the Yukon to the foot of tlie 
"White Horee river before niidsummer 
next;. This enterpriee la partly rospon- 
eible for my visit to New York. It will 
he an overhead trolley, chiefly for 
freight, and will simplify the trip to 
Daweon City to euch an extent that wu 
shall carry gooda down tlio Yu- 
kon instead of up the river 
from St. Michael's. My first trip to tliat 
Bort, early in June, I shall carry lain her 
for bar};e8, which will be tiiken to the 
upper Yukon. After the railroad is 
built our boats will rarely descent! below 
Fort Yukon. The barKea will bo floated 
or pushed down stream from the end of 
the carrying trolley and towed back. We 
shall be able to make several of these 
short trips per month. There will be no 
fear of provisions running short then." 

"Will the bailding of that freight 
trolley be an expensive undertaking? " 
was asked. 

" On the contrary it will be very inex- 
pensive," replied Capt. Irving. " Re- 
member it will not carry passengers. 
The system employed eucceaafuUy for 
transporting ore will be need. The 
packages will not exceed 100 or 200 
pounds, and will he carried on an over- 
head wire, propelled by a series of end- 
leas cables. Elevations and trees 
along the route will serve to 
support the carriers. A large store- 
house can be erected at the terminus 
and the goods shipped through all or- 
dinary winter weather. This will do 
away with the hardships of the trip up 
and any man can walk over the Chilkoot 
pass if he is unencumbered. Twenty 
milep of climbing from Dyea takes him 
over that obstacle. Then the lakes and 
river do the rest. We will undertake to 
deliver bis supplies ahead of his arrival." 

THE CUBAN OUTLOOK. 

Th2 Insurgents May Accept Autonomy nnd 
Wittidrawal of tlie Spanish Troops. 

London, Oct. 4. — A leading London 
diplomat diacnasing the crisis in Spanish 
alTairs, said to a reporter of the Associ- 
ated Press to-day: " I believe the change 
in the Spanish cabinet will result in the 
recall of Captain General Weyler from 
Cuba and the substitution of Marshall 
Blanco for him, because Sagasta person- 
ally dislikes Weyler. Sagasta will poa- 
eibly discuss Cuba with General Wood- 
ford in a more conciliatory manner than 
his predecessor, but he is not likely to 
do more than that, Sagasta lias been 
authoritatively informed that the Cuij- 
ans will accept autonomy and the with- 
drawal of the Spanish troopB, although 
they have promised that they will not 
do BO, but I doubt if Spain will uonaeiit 
to these measures," 

London, Oct. 4, — A special dispatch 
from Madrid givea the substance of an 
interview between a newspaper corres- 
pondent and an unnamed member of 
the new Spanish cabinet. The minister 
is quoted as uayiug that Senor Sagasta 
will carry out the Cuban reforms pro- 
posed by Marshal Martinez de Campos 
ten years ago. These include the grant- 
ing of autonomy to Cuba on the condi- 
tion that the iaiand takes over the Calmn 
debts, including the war debt, and ac- 
cepts Spain'a cuatoius tarifl'. 

Premier Sagasta, it is aseerted, will 
not conhent to a customs union between 
the United States and Cuba, and ia said 
to ii.ive announced that if the former is 
not eatielied Spain ia jjrepared to fight. 

Xj;w Yoiuc, Oct. 4. — Tlie Herald this 
morning prints a number of intervieuH 
with leading Cubans here about the situ- 
ation on the island. The Cubans all de- 
clare that autonomy for the ialand is out 
of the queation, but moat of them are in 
favor of paying Spain a reaeonable in- 
demnity, providing there is an evacua- 
tion of the island at once. 



MERUUKV AND .JUPITER, 

An Interesting Conjunction to Be Visible on 
Wednesday IVIomlng. 

Geneva, N.Y., Oct, '4.— Prof. Brooks, 
director of the Smith observatory, to-day 
calls attention to an intereslini; con- 
junction of Mercury and Jupiter which 
will occur Wednesday morning, the lUli. 
The i)henomena will lie beat oligerved 
about live o'clock, low down in the east- 
eru morning sky. Meiciiry and Jupiter 
will then be less than half the apparent 
d a ueter ol the moon apart, and the 
spdcttcle of the ainalleat and largest of 
tlie planets in the same field of view 
will ba seen-. The phenomena will be 
visible without a teleacope.

NEAL DOW DEAD. 



The Notable Career of the Great Frohibition 
Advocate, 



Portland, ^le., Oct. 2. — Neal 
died thia afternoon at 3 :30 o'clock. 



Dow 



Neal Dow, the temperance reformer, 
waa born in Portland iMaino, March 20, 
1S04. Ilia parents were tjuakers, and 
aeiit him to the Friends' Academy in 
Xew Bedford, Mass., where ho received 
hid education. After leaving school he 
pursued a mercantileaud manufacturing 
career for a number of years. He waa 
active in the allairs of his native city, 
and in 1839 became cbief of the fire de- 
partment, and waa elected mavor of the 
town In 1851, and re-elected in 1851. Ho 
waa early opposed to tlio liauor trafiic, 
and became the champion of the project 
which was first brought forward in the 
Maine legislature in ISIii) by James Ap- 
pleton. While serving hia first term as 
mayor, he drafted a bill for the proliibi- 
tion of the sale of intoxicating li(iuorB 
throughout the state, and, thoagli ita 
r.ulical character threatened defeat, he 
c.irried it eucceaafuUy through the legia- 
lature and it continues to be the law to 
the present time. 

The bill was called " A Hill for the 
Suppressing of Drinking llouses and 
Tippling shops," and provided for search 
of suspected places; for theaeizure, con- 
demnation and confiacation of such 
liquor found and for the punishment by 
fine and imprisonment of the persons 
trafficking in it. His friends endeavored 
to disbuude him from hia purpose, but 
he went himself to the legislature and 
secured a hearing in the hall of reprc- 
sentatives, before an immeuao crowd of 
cilizena of the town as well as legisla- 
tors, and his bill waa so highly approved 
that the committee unanimously accept- 
ed it ; it was printed that sauio night 
and distributed among the niemliers 
next morning, which was the last day of 
the session, ft was then pushed through 
the necessary readings and passed with- 
out an alteration. 

In 1868 Mr. Dow waa elected a mem- 
ber of the legielature. At the outbreak 
of the war be waa appointed colonel of 
the Thirteenth regiment of volunteers, 
and accompanied Gen. Butler's expedi- 
tion to New Orleans. In 18G2 he was 
commissioned brigadier-general, and as- 
signed to the comniaiur of the forts at 
the mouth of the .Misaiesippi river, and 
was Bubeeijuently given command of the 
District ol Florida. At the battle of 
Port Hudson he waa twice wounded, and 
while lying helpleaa was taken jirieoner 
and conlined in Libby prison, Kiclimond, 
and at Mobile nearly a year, when he 
was exchanged. HewasBomucb broken 
in health through his captivity that he 
reaigned in 181)4. 

lie made three trips to I'higland at the 
special invitation of the Terai)eranco Al- 
liance of the United ICiagdom, and waa 
warmly received in all the lartce cities, 
where he addroased immenae audiences. 
Throughout hia life Ueii. Dow labored 
indefatigably to popularize the move- 
ment in behalf of proliibitory legialation 
in all parts of the United States, Ijy pub- 
lic apeocbes and contributions to the 
preaa. lie waa the candidate of the na- 
tional iiroliibition partv for preaident of 
the United States in ISSO, but received 
only about 10,000 votes. 

It waa largely through hia instrumen- 
tality that in ISSl an luiieiuhnent to the 
constitution of rifaine was adopted Ity 
an overwnelniing poimlar vote, whicdi 
forever forbade the iiiaiuifiic.ture, sal 
and keeping for aale of any intoxicating 
beverage, aiiil commanding the legisla- 
ture to enforce the prohibition. Ou his 
ninetieth birthday he attended a na- 
tional convention of tPmperance peojile 
held in hia honor in New Y^ork city, at 
which he made an address in his old- 
time forcible and impressive manner.

LATE NEWS FROM DAWSON. 

Fnrther Report of Probable Starvation Ec, 
fore the Winter Is Over. 

A letter juat received in this city, dated 
St. Michael'a, Alaska, September 14, con- 
tainaEOme interesting news, as follows: 

" We left Seattle August 18 on the 
Humboldt, ticketed throa|2h to Dawaon, 
wbicli point wo were billed to reach 
Septonbor 10; but we are still here 
buiUiiiin onr Bteiimer which ia to take UB 
up the Yukon. Wo expect to leave heio 
on Saturiii^y, and to inako 100 miles per 
(lay. 1 luu-dly think we will reach Daw- 
son this winter, but-we feel quite sure of 
reaohiuL' Mynuttu Creek, which is 1,000 
milud from tho mouth of thn Yukon. 
There have been some very rich strik(« 
made tbere in tho laat thrco or 
four weeks. We learn thia from 
parties cominj; out. One lodj^u yields 
$2,000 to the ton, and (juite a number ol 
placer claims pay as hinh as $7 to the 
pan. There are about 1,500 people 
tbere now, so it must be quite a town. 
A man who bas jaat arrived from Dan- 
son told me that when he left there were 
at least 6,000 people in tenta there, and 
he said there were no provisions to be 
had for love or money. '|\vi r^^-^'MMnuitc' 
had been (ioin^; a 'Ji i bubinuBs at 

•tl.&O a meal, (^jiiaiatiug of beans, bacon, 
bread and cotl'eo, but they had had to 



close up because they ran out of sup- 
pliea and could not buy any more._ Tbere 
were hundreds of people coming iu over 
the ditl'erent passes who had but very 
little proviaiouB, liaving in their mad 
ruah ' for gold thrown away or left 
moat of their supplies beliind. He 
said there would be many of them 
Htarve to death thia winter. He says 
there ia more gold there than anyone 
bus an idea of. He had eighty thoueami 
and his father sixty thousand in i?old 
dust. They are uoing to San Francisco, 
l)ut intend "to return on the first steamer 
in the sprin"^'. They would not have left 
IXiWfion i! they iHiuld have boui;bt pro- 
viaions to have iuHted thia wiiiter. Tlieie 
are trreat i|Unntili( a of provisions here, 
but they cliarjze .'fS a hundred for ll.mr, 
o") centa |)er pound for buenn, and ^1 for 
butter, tea and coffee !»0 cents, lard ^.'> 
cents, rice 20 centa, egga $1 por dozen, 
and half of them liad. Tiiero are two 
companiea hero, the Alaska Trading Oo. 
and the Northwest Trading Co. Mr. 
Mayor Wood of Seattle, ia going to 
establiah abother trading concern here. 
They charge $100 pasaage money and 15 
cents per pound freight from here to 
Dawaon when the river ia open. The 
waives at Dawson are from $15 to ^^'25 per 
day. There ia lots of work fur meu who 
iiave their own provisions. 

" L may not get to Dawson until next 
.July, but 1 atn hound to reach it some 
time if my healtli does not give out. 
There are now in the harbor four steam- 
ers and about a doxen sailing vessola. 
-All have freight anfl passengers for the 
Klondyke, but I think most of tliera 
will winter here, l^ast Saturday we had 
our flrst heavy snowstorm, but the enow 
is going away again."

BRITISH COLUMBIA 

AGRICULTURK. 



One of the visitora to the Ohilliwack 
fair, who eaye he has been at similar e.i- 
hibitiona in California and other Btntee 
and the eastern provinces, states that 
the tlieplay of roots and fruit iit Ohilli- 
wack was the beat he ever saw. The 
aheep be pronounced fairly good, and 
some of the other live atock was of high 
quality, but iienerally, he thouglit there 
was room for improvement along tlie 
latter lines. His testimony only corrob- 
orates that of all independent judges ; 
for there is no doubt as to the fertility of 
British Columbia soil and the adaptabil- 
ity of the climate for the growth of all 
producta that can be grown in ahy part 
of the world in a correepondlng latitude. 
In the past considerable effort has beer 
made to render this important fact gen- 
erally known, but durinij the last year 
or two other things have diverted atten- 
tion from it. The time has come when, 
from a atrict buainesa point of view, it ia 
necessary to demonatrate in the clearest 
poBiible manner that there ia abundant 
room in this province for farmers, and 
that farming operations can be carried 
on here under exceptionally favorable 
circumstances as to soil, climate and 
markets. Sn impreesedare we with this 
that the Colonist will devote a great 
deal of apace to the subject, and we in- 
vite the cordial co-operation of readers. 
There is no politics in this thinp;. It is a 
purely business matter. If the hundreds 
of millions of dollars which will be paid 
out in British Columbia during the ne.Kt 
ten years for farm produce are paid to our 
own farmers, there ia not a single line of 
industry that will not feel the impetus. 
So far aa the permanent increase of the 
wealth and prosperity of the country 
poes, the gold mines of the North weat 
are not to be compared with British Co- 
Limbia agriculture, when it has once 
been put upon its proper basis. Tlie 
mines will be the active impetus, hut 
long after they have been exhausted our 
fertile valleys and hillaidea, our broad 
plateaus and meadows will continue to 
be sources of riches. 

In future articles the various aspects 
of British Columbia as a homo for farm- 
orfl will be considered. At i)re8ent we 
would like to etir up a lively interest in 
the matter and therefore invite from cor- 
respondents brief papers on the subject. 
AVill not some of thom kindly favor ua 
with papers on eomo one of the following 
aubjecta: 

Dairy farming and the breeds of dairy 
cattle beat adapted for the province. 

Beef raiaing in connection with gen- 
eral huabandry, and as a apecialty. 

Pork raising upon home grown food. 

Poultry farming. 

Sheep raiaing in connection with gen- 
eral huabandry and aa a specialty. 

Horee breediuK as an adjunct to mixed 
farming:. 

The liome market and how it can best 
bo secured to our home farmers. ■ 
Practical legislative aid to farmiuf,'. 
Other topics may suggest tlieniselves, 
and the above are mentioned only as 
hints. The point aimed at i.s three-fold: 
To stimulate an interest in agriculture, 
to aid in the diaaemination of informa- 
tion and to obtain suggeationa upon 
which the legislature may act. The 
comlne winter ought to be devoted large- 
ly to a discuEsion of these questions, for 
it is one of those things about wliich no 
time is to bt, bat, A tide is setting inour 
direction and British Columbia Bhould 
take the current when it serves. 



THE OUTFITTINQ TRADE. 

The Seattle Mining Journal aays that 
conservative estimatea put the number 
of peo|)le who will be on the move to- 
wards the Yukon ia February, March, 
ipril and May at35,tX)0, and it is more 
likely to bo 55,000 or 60,000. The Jour- 
nal thinks that Seattle, can aecara half 
the outfitting bttslnesa, which means a 
cash trade of fully i|;S,000,000 in four 
monttis. Our contemporary very uatur- 
ully urges that the only place to get an 
outfit is in tlio city where itia published, 
and gives as a reason that Seattle mer- 
chants are familiar with the trade, while 
those of other citlea are not. 

The CoLO.N'isT has nothing to say as to 
this argument, when it is directed apaiust 
Tacoma, Portland and San Fjaucisco, 
for it is undoubtedly very true that the 
merchanta of Seattle have had a mucli 
greater experience in thia line tbao those 
of the citlea named ; bnt when it ia ap- 
plied to Victoria it ia time to protest, 
and for the reason that here in Victoria 
aremun who have had thirty year's ex- 
perieiico in the outtitting trade, and 
Home of them have had personal experi- 
ence in remote placer tiistricts. There 
is no one in Seattle who baa had any ex- 
perience snob as our merchants have 
who outfitted parliea for Oariboo, Oaa 
siar and Omenica, and the regnirementa 
for the Yukon journey are the aame aa 
loi' those localities. If experiencecouuts 
for anything, surely a life-time's experi- 
ence in outfitting ia worth more than 
that acquired by the Seattle mer«.hauts 
in a couple of seasons. 

While speaking on thia subject it may 
bo well to mention the fact that repre- 
sentations are being made daily in all 
parts of the United States that duties 
will not be collected ou onttite. A pro- 
minent business house received only to- 
day a letter from Butte, Montana, in 
which a party said they would outfit 
here if they were certain about having 
to pity dutiea on gooda from the United 
States, Of course the necesgiiry inform- 
ation was at once sent them ; but the 
j incident proves linw iiii jjorliuit it is that 
the facts in regard to the collection of 
hities should be at once made known in 
all parts of the United States. 



if more can be truthfully done than to 
smooth down some of the harsher lines 
and show that there are some good 
things to be said that have been over- 
looked.

It 
is well to practice it in secret before 
springiug the new fad on an unsuspect- 
ing public. It might also be well to 
warn the aforesaid public when you pro 
pose to try the trick. 



THE CONDITION OF SPAIN. 

Leonard Williams, who haa resided in 
Spain for several years, writes to the 
Westminater Review an account of the 
Spaniah people, which ia of special in- 
terest at the present time, when the 
Peninsular kingdom aeema likely to be 
forced into new prominence by reason of 
a dispute with tlio United States over 
Cuba. If the picture of Spaniah society 
is correctly drawn, Spain is ripe for al- 
most any sort of disaster. We quote: 

In the Spanish lower classes you will 
find poverty and appalling ignorance — a 
neglect ol iatelligence which ia positive- 
ly animal, yet, nevertheleaa, not unal- 
lied with an obvioua capacity of educa- 
tion and improvement, an actual and ad- 
mirable pluck and obeerfulneae, a tem- 
|jer grateful, hospitable and affectionate, 
and a marvellous sobriety of living. 

But it ia only in the peasant class that 
he finds these qualities, for " all that ia 
generous, all that is honest or capable of 
honesty in the land " haa completely 
sunk from the higher to the lower levels 
of society. These peasants, we are told, 
loathe the very name of Cuba, because 
the government of the country is the 
aynomyn for bungling, fraud and cow- 
ardice. They are patient and unvin- 
dictive under grievous injury and wrong, 
a passive vehicle for ministerial extor- 
tion. Their taxes are heavier than they 
can bear, and each ministry adds to the 
burden; yet they have no roads, no 
scboole, an expensive and ueelesa navy, 
a costly bat undrilled, unofficered and 
unpaid army. 

The ruling class in Spain, according to 
Mr. Williams, ia horribly corrupt, and 
ia composed of a syndicate who 
cri])ple and misuse her by selling places, 
privileges or monopolies, weekly, daily 
and hourly to the highest bidder. He 
does not believe that in the preseiil cen- 
tury Spain has produced a minister who 
woukl luive been tolerated in oflice in 
any oilier country in the world. Of the 
elglitecn millionB of tin; population, six 
millions can neither read nor write, and 
over one-half have no determined occu- 
pation. Spain ia a country of Europe, 
but not of Europeana. It ia a survival 
ol the worst and most savage part of the 
.Moors wlio once ruled it. 

Wo have used Mr. Williams' hvii- 
gungo very freely above, so as to con- 
dense what he said into brief apace and 
yet ueo his own words. The indictment 
is a terrible one, and if the facta sustain 
ittbereia obviously no chance for im- 
provement until aociety ia completely 
overturned, and the honest, if ignorant, 
under-class gets the control of allairs in 
its hands. The review writer expects 
something of this sort, for bo says that 
the conditions are very much what they 
were in France before the revolution. 

That imperious Spain should have 
fallen to ao low an eatate is bard to real- 
ize. A romantic glamour haa always 
surrounded the Spanish character. The 
rest of the world has been slow to believe 
that the Hplendiii daring of the Spanish 
race of two centuries ago haa been suc- 
ceeded by corruption and poltroonry.and 
yet what other explanation can we give 
for the fact that with 240,000 soldiera at 
his command Woyler has not been able 
to aubduQ the Cuban rebels? How else 
can we explain the wretched misgovern- 
meutof the Philippine Islands? There 
ia probably another aide to the case, and 
thia terrific indictment will undoubtedly 
cause its early presentation ; bat we doubt

Sui'veyor, Gives His Views 
Upou the Koute. 

He Relates the Piirticulavs of Frctl. 
Cope's Drowniuff ou the 
Skagway Trail. 

Some interesting information is fur- 
nished in regard to the routes to the 
Yukon, by Mr. J. J. McArthur, the civil 
engineer sent up by the Dominion gov- 
ernment last May to make a topograph- 
ical survey of the Dalton trail and the 
country adjoining. Mr. McArthur, who 
registered yesterday at the Drlard.came 
down on the Farallon, and ho and some 
15 or more other passengers who pur- 
chased their tickets for Victoria are in- 
dignant at the treatment they received 
on that steamer. Instead of bringing 
them to Victoria the captain, after the 
vessel started from Juneau, would give 
them no aatisfaction, and then after 
laseiug Victoria pretended that they 
would be sent back to Victoria im- 
mediately by the Kingston. Instead of 
this, they had to wait in Seattle from 
Saturday morning until Sunday night, 
at their own expense, and it waa only 
after considerable kicking that the Far- 
allon people paid for the berths of the 
cabin passengers on the Kingston. Mr. 
McArthur waa on his way to meet Hon. 
Clifford Sifton, but, owing to the unwar- 
rantable delay, missed the Quadra at 
Vancouver, as also did Mr. Richardson, 
of the Dominion telegraph service, who 
was on his way from Dyea and Skagway 
to report the result of his trip north. 

The Dalton trail, which lies to the 
west and north of the Dyea trail, is far 
superior, in Mr. McArthur's opinion, to 
eitlier the Uyea or the Skagway route. 
Indeed, Mr. McArtliur coiiderans the 
Skagwav trail aa no good. The Dalton 
trail on 'the other hand is easy of accesa 
and the grade is not heavy. From Chilkat 
inlet, where the trail starts, the first 40 
milea is on the river Hat with an easy 
gr.ide, thence to the local divide, which 
IB 3,000 feet above nea level and 50 milea 
from the water. One more local divide 
is crossed twenty milea further on at the 
watershed of the Alaek and Chilkat 
river. The rest of the trail to the mouth 
of the Nordeekiold river is a succession 
of Alpine valleys, with hardly percept- 
ible divides. Thia brings the traveller 
to Five Fingers, 240 milea from the sea, 
well on the way to Dawson, and beyond 
the dithcultiea met with on the other 
trails. From Five Fingers it is all water 
travel the rest of the way. 

By the Dalton trail a man going in 
light with a saddle horse and pack 
animal can reach Dawson City in fifieen 
days, Mr. McArthur atatea, and can 
make 30 milea a day easily. With a 
regular pack train 15 miles a day can be 
made over the trail and Dawaon reached 
in about 25 days. That applies to sum- 
mer travel, for in winter, owing to the 
snow, it would be difficult to get into 
the Yukon. 

However, though it is impracticable to 
get supplies into Dawson this winter, 
there will apparently be a better stock

Th(3 change of heart of some of the 
alderineu iu regard to tiie pulling down 
of Qneanitary shacks, moved Aid. Kins 
man at the city council meeting last 
night to say that it reminded him of a 
camp meeting or something of that Bort. 

This came up over a motion by Aid 
Partridge seconded by Aid. Stewart to 
accept the report of the sanitary officer 
and building inspector, condemning 
Noa. 11 and 13 Johnson street, as danger- 
ous to health. 

This is the remainder of the building 
which \Yi\B cut in half by a former resO' 
lutioD, one ])art being condemned and 
the otlier left. 

Aid. I'iirtrid^'e. in explanation, stated 
that lie had eupposed that the motion 
paaeed at a former meeting would liave 
referred to the whole buildiiit', and it 
was to correct the abaurdity oi allowing 
half of it to stand that he made the 
present motion. 

A.ld. Wilson accused Aid. Partridge of 
change of heart. 

This moved Aid. McCandleaa to eay 
that he wished Aid. Wilson would aleo 
have a change of heart and be willing to 
see the whole lot of buildings condemned 
by the inspector nulled down. 

Aid. McOaiidlees spoke very stroncly 
iu favor of tearing down old and un 
healthy ahacke, How could the city be 
made "attractive while audi places were 
allowed to Btaml? 

Aid, Hall, iu a buiat of contrition, 
arose to nasu liia mind. lie admitted he 
hud made a mistake, and iio wanted to 
say he had seen the error of his ways 
He was sorry he had not voted for the 
destruction of the sliacks and it was by 
mistake that he had not done so. 

Aid. Kinsman remarked that this re- 
minded him of people telling their ex- 
perience at a prayer meeting. Well, he, 
for one, was not sorry for his vote, and 
lie wanted everyone to notice that he 
did not take water. 

Aid. Partridge's motion was carried 
without further diecuasion. 

A letter was read from Mr. J. N 
Senkler iu reference to a claim aj»ainst 
the (;ity by tlie estate of the late A. ^' 
liichards for professional services. 

Aid. McUaridlesa explained that the 
finance committee had already consider- 
ed the subject and were of the opinion 
that it WHS merely a bill that Mr 
liichards had forijotien to write oil' his 
hooks. The finance committee had al 
ready reported adversely to the claim. 

The board deuided upon this explaua 
tion to reply to Mr. Senkler that the 
cuuncil saw no reason to change their 
minds. 

H. W. Treat, 65 Wall street. New 
York, wrote stating that a syndicate of 
capitalists of New York were desirous of 
erecting a smelter of 250 tons capacity 
for sulphide ores, somewhere in B. O. 
They would like to know what kind of a 
propoiiiiou the City of Victoria had to 
make. 

The mayor was of opinion that if there 
was any proposition to be made it should 
come from the writer and not from the 
city. 

This was the general impression, and 
a reply will be sent to that effect, with 
the auditional information, suggested by 
Aid. McCandleas, that Victoria is a first 
class point for a smelter. 

Thos. Sparks sent in another com 
plaint as to the trouble caused by the 
fumes from tlje chemical works. The 
sanitary officer had the letter referred to 
hira for further report. 

Mr. J. G. Tiarks wanted to know 
whether the city was going to stop using 
his lot on the Esquiuialt road as a free 
cess pool. He would sell them the 
phice for $250, but he did not propose to 
let the nuisance \2,o. 

Aid. Stewart stated that he had visited 
the spot arid it was as dry i\a the floor 
There was no nuisance there. He 
moved that Mr, Tiarks be informed that 
tliu city didnot propose to purchase the 
place. 

Mr. J. L. Woods, president of the 
Dominion Publishing (Jo. of Toronto, oc- 
cupied a seat inside the rails, and a let- 
ter was read from him pointing ont the 
advantages of the book " Canada, from 
Oijean to Ocean." The letter press de- 
scriptive of the city would be inserted 
free, and the council was asked to give 
as many illustrations as possible at ^50 
each. 

Tno liniiiice cninmittee will make a re- 
port on the subject at tiie council's next 
meeting;. 

For the month of September the 
market BuperintenJeut reported receipts 
of 12:2.30.

Aid. Hi',11, and the rest of the members 
a^jretd with him. 

Mr. H. T. Nott'a contract for repairs 
to the city hall being completed the 
bnlldiog inspector reported to that 
efTect, me report being referred to the 
finance committee to deal with. 

Aid. Partridge, seconded by Aid. 
Stert-art, moved tliat the sanitary ollicer 
and piutubinj^ inspei;tor inform the 
conncil when tliey would be able to give 
the intorniation aakeil for in regard to 
eewuT connections. This was carried. 

The by-law respecting the qualification 
of voters for the next municipal election 
was, upon recommendation of the Mayor, 
introduced and passed. 

This, like last year, simply provides 
that property l)olders who have not paid 
their taxes by October 31, shall not be 
(lisqualiiled for that reason from voting 
at tlie elections. 

Tenders for printing the voters' lists 
were referred to the printing committee, 
and the council adjourned.

surveyor, and assisted in the exploratory 
survey of the country between Telegraph 
Creek and the waterways of the Yukon 
basin. Mr. Trainor, who has just ar- 
rived back from the scene of 
operations in the Held, reports 
that the party in going over 
the old Callbreath trail from Glenora 
landins; on the Stickeen, have succeeded 
iu reducing its length by at least eight- 
een miles, a short cut having been taken 
at the point where the route leaves 
graph Creek, and the detour to Tatlan 
river is now avoitled. From this iioint to 
the old Hudson Bay post at Cowcatcher 
mountain a fairly good grade was found 
through a country of low rolling hills, 
which presented no difhculty whatever 
to the progress of the party. To Teslin 
lake, from the company's post, is a 
gradual descent the whole way. The 
distance between the two great objective 
points — the one of navigation on the 
Stickeen and the other on the Yukon — 
ia now eatimated to be 185 miles and no 
serious engineering dillicult}' of any 
kind was found throughout the entire 
distance. Mr. Trainor iaofo|)inion that 
as far as the country traversed ia con- 
cerned, there ia uotliinj; to jirevent a 
first-class wagon road being built with- 
out delay. 

Among other finds, game came in for 
no inconsiderable attention, as the en- 
tire district is, according to the just re- 
turned surveyor, a perfect game pre- 
serve, more particularly a sacred moun- 
tain upon whose holy ground no dusky 
native, however pressing the quest, will 
go in search of game. Mr. St. Cyr's 
party were warned of the dire calamities 
which awaited them should they dese- 
crate tlie spirit-haunted hill. Moose 
and cariboo were particularly plentiful 
and great quantities of other game were 
seen; so tliat the venturesome Klon- 
dyker who nuiy select this valley na hia 
road to the diggings may rest assured 
that his daily bill of fare will not only 
be ample but of good variety. 

A Mr. Clanton, who was a former 
resident of this city, who returned South 
with Mr. Trainor, brought witii him ^8i)0 
in gold which he had taken from iMc- 
Dame creek in the Cassiar district, and 
it is the firm conviction of Mr. Trainor, 
founded on what he himself saw dnring 
his trip, that much valuable ground will 
be found all the way from the Stickeen 
through to the Yukon. lie has with 
him many specimens of gold bearing 
quartz some of which run very high in 
value per ton. Xot only gold (juartz but 
samjilea of tiie outcroi)ping of coal form 
part of Mr. Trainer's collection. 

The Yorko jiarty was seen just about 
the time they were starting from Tele- 
graph Creek on the 13th of September. 

River travel on the Stickeen is very 
lively owing to the large number of gold 
seekers who are eoing in that .way. 

OVER THE NOKTHERN TRAILS. 

A Victorian Meets Several Townspeople on 
the Skagway and Dyea Trails. 

C. L. Brown, one of the fifteen passen- 
gers for \^ictoria on the steamer Faral- 
Ion, which reached Seattle from the 
north on Saturday, arrived home on the 
City of Kingston yesterdaj" morning full 
of travellins; experience but contented 
now to remain home for the winter. He 
started from here with the intention of 
going through to Dawson City, but on 
finding out what t!;is meant he chanued 
his plans and came hack. He has been 
over both the Dyea and Skagway trails 
as far as Lake Bennett, and saw a great 
many Victorians. Jlike Conlin should, 
he says, have been away down the river 
by the liOth of last month. He had also 
met at the lake Joe Levy, Mr. McGregor, 
J. Bandall, Harry Howard, Mr. Car- 
mody, Chas. Maynard and Lewis 
Casey, all of whom should 
have reached the lake about the 
time the Conlin party started down 
stream. J. Whitelaw was seen four 
miles in from the summit. He had lost 
several of his oxen and had only one 
animal left, and that one waa sick. 
Some of hia frienda, however, beyond 
the summit were about to send him a 
horse. A quantity of his outfit he had 
taken over the eummit to a point about 
seven miles beyond. Thos. Tugwelland 
party were at the foot of the last hill 
this side of the summit and had about 
eot over the worst part ol their travels. 
iSlr. Brown left Lake Bennett on Sep- 
tember 10, At Skagway he met several 
N'ictorians, among them being Pat 
Deaay, Messrs. Grant, Dalby and Hen- 
derson. Messrs. Grant and Dalby 
were sending out a pack train 
un llio day of the Farallon's 
lieparture, that was on the 'jruh of lust 
montli. ,)ohn iJei)burn had irioved into 
a frame building at Skagway, and was 
doing well. Mr. Brown had as a fellow- 
passenger on the Farallon a man named 
Ijaiig, who left Dawson City on August 
2() and wlio readied tlie Coast in exactly 
twenty-ei(;ht days. Lani; claiiiia to have 
left Dawson City in fear of a famine, but 
does not say anything of what luck he 
had. He reports that no scowload of 
provisions had arrived at Dawson up to 
the time he left. The fire which was re- 
ported to have destroyed Dawson City, 
Mr. Lang states, only burned a few 
buildings. The mining claim owned by 
ex-Sergeant Haywood, of Vancouver, 
which report had it went for $50,000, Mr. 
Lang says sold for the more modest sum 
of .t'J,OOU.

In tlio connty of Barkshiro, statti of 
Mnssneliusetts, the lofty Monnoiont 
inoantaiD roars its gray form. If there 
is anything sublime attached to a 
jnouiit, 11 rare betttUy will bo admitted 
to iiiigcr aixmiul this wild and tower- 
ing lino of rool;a. ILs bold and frown- 
ing front extends about one mile, aud 
BO roughly is it fluug togothor by na- 
taro niid standing at the same time 
so peipeudionlar that a tremulons chill 
hurries over tlio body as tho awestruck 
beholdin- gitzrs up at it. A few knotty, 
dwnrli.sli jiiiie.s iiro to bo seen pocring 
obliquely from tho narrow oroyiccH, 
looking green ovon among rooks, like 
hope iiourisliiug on the borders of de- 
spair. 

Tho red tojt from tho thiiudcrcloud, 
tho winds aud tho power of centuries 
havo torn way many fragments pi 
stone from on high BPd sei^ fljem smok- 
ing to tho basO, where already a long 
pyrauddul Hue ia strung along, quite a 
uiouuthiu in itself. Tlio rear of this 
placo falls off 'with a gontle slope, which 
ia overshadowed by tall and legal look- 
ing trees, wlio.se giant roots havo never 
bpoii broken. It prc-'euts a f(?arful yet 
iiui^';iilic'eLit appenrauce. Thoro is no 
vilmpe near to wnko tho .solemnity of 
its solitude, and silouce is as profound 
at tlic gun's meridian us ut the hush of 
uiidiiigbt. It always seemed to mc this 
spot w.is n favorite with tho sun, for the 
fiiKt; rosy flu.sh of moniiug tippoarcd uii- 
ea.sy until drinking tho dew from the 
trees upon its brow, aud his last rays 
lingered there at ereaing, evoit after a 
partial twilight began to fling a dusky 
fihado over tho va.st valley below.

Oh CI) this backward slope was stud- 
dcrl with the wigwams of tho Indians, 
called tlie Stoekbridf^e Irfbo, tiiid tradi- 
tion has htinded down many an ambig- 
uous and chilling talo in regard to 
them. It. was an established law among 
them that when an Indian committed a 
deed tlif! penalty of which was death 
he should plunp^Q him.self, or, refusing 
to do thi.-i, bo ])lung«'d by .some 0110 of 
Ills tribe, over this frighlful prccipii^e. 
Many bail been da.slied to tlio rooky 
vale below, and Eo IiIhIi wu.s tho spot 
from wliei'O Ilio victiuis were ca.st off 
tliat it was generally .sujipos-ed that the 
rapid de.sceiit throut!b the air deprived 
them of breath, and few if any had ev- 
er beeu con.'^cious of anything when 
they had reached the earth. 

A beautiful squaw transgressed by 
marryiiif^ into tinotlu'r tribe, and the 
penalty fi,r kucIi an ollcn.so was and (!V- 
er hud been death, Sho was well aware 
what her fate would be previous to her 
scaling it, but it did not restrain !icr. 
,Sli(! di.sobcyed, and nolhiiig could atoiio 
lull the foil extent of the law. Altliou(,'h 
she bad roura^;e .suflicieiit to fiice deatli 
in marrying, slut did not feel willing to 
sacrilieu hei.solf ucfording to tho man- 
date, and it therefore devolved upon 
Eomu ouo to precipitate her over the 
cloud capped mountain. All her limbs 
being binind except her h.'unl.s, shi^ was 
boriio to tho verge and latincbed awny 
with all the stoicism for which tho In- 
dians are famous. But here a thing oc- 
curred which had never been known 
bcfofc. In her downward flight sho

"As niy mother fh^d with myself and 
my deceased brother from Momol to 
Kouigsberg during the troublous times 
at the beginning of our century, the 
misfortune happened to us that one of 
tho wheels of our coach broke in tho 
midst of tho plain. No villago was 
within retich, and we soateil ourselves 
ou the edge of tho ditch while the dam- 
age was being repaired as well as cir- 
cumstances would permit. My brother 
and I were rendered both tired and huii,- 
gry Uy this delay, and particulariy I, 
being u weak and delicate little fellow, 
gave my dear mother much trouble 
with my complaints. In order to dis- 
tract our thoughts, my mother stood up, 
pointed out the many beautiful bluo 
floweiii in tho flold.s aud requested us 
to gather them tind bring them to her. 
Then sho made wreaths of them, and 
with joy wo watched her skillful hands.

Jeiia'H Celobriitlon. 

The University of Jena this year cele- 
brates its three hundred and fiftieth an- 
niversary.

Commander of United States Army 
Heard From After a Season 
in Europe. 



No Indicatlou Yet of the Time When 
Swords Will Be Beaten Into 
Plongfhshares. 



London, Oct. 4.— Gen. Nelson A. Mi 
and Mra. Miles sail for the United 
States on the American liner St. Louis 
on October 20. The commander of the 
United States army has been in Europe 
since May on a tour of military observa' 
tion, and has inspected everything of 
military interest from the armies of the 
powers in the field of action " down to 
balloons and bicycles," aa he remarked. 
He has looked over forts, barracks, 
campa and works of all kinds, and has 
written three reports to the government, 
Upon his return lie will, witli the assist 
ance of Captain Manes, his aide-de-camp, 
prepare another report. 

Incidentally General Miles has met 
most of the chief otlicers of Europe, as 
well as Queen Victoria, the Czar, the 
Emperor of Germany, the Sultan of Tur 
key and the President oi France. ''Pres' 
ideut Faure is one of the most courtly, 
dignified and accomplished men I have 
ever met in Europe," ho said, "and tlio 
French republic need have entertained 
no misgivings aa to how the chief magis- 
trate would comport himself during hia 
visit of state to the Czar, a question 
which at one time deeply agitated the 
press of France.*' 

" What I have eeen doea not indicate 
that the millenium ia at hand, when 
swords will be beaten into ploughshares. 
There was never a time when ingenuity 
and wealth have been so devoted to war 
purposes. The resources and industries 
of many peoples are devoted to main 
taining large standing armies and for 
midable navies. Fortunate are the peo- 
ple of the United States that they are 
walled up betweeii two great oceans, yet 
this fact would not warrant them in any 
policy other than keeping a large per 
centage of the population fully equipped 
and instructed in modern appliances 
and methods of war. 

" It so happened that important events 
occurred in Europe this year that have 
contributed to giving me chances to see 
the best of the armies of all the great 
powers. The celebration of Queen Vic 
toria's sixty years reign brought together 
50,000 of her army and o8,000 men of 
her navy. The field manoeuvres in RuS' 
sia were conducted ou a large scale am 
were exceedingly interesting. Russia 
for hundreds of years has been a great 
military nation. Her people have be 
come accustomed to war and her popu 
hition is numerous, and shn is so located 
geographically as to be practically inde 
pendent of the other powers of ICurope, 

There is a great future for Russia, 
What the locomotive haa done for our 
western country in the last generatioti 
ia now to some extent being done for 
that country through the railroad across 
Siberia, one of the greatest enterprises 
of modern times. Remarkably enough 
it is built under the direction of a self- 
made Russian prince, who served his 
apprenticeship in the machine shops of 
Piiiladelphia, and, like Peter the Great, 
having become master of hia trade, 
now contributing immensely to the ma- 
terial welfare of Russia. The Russian 
army is composed of strong, hardy men 
and its officers are highly educated and 
skillful. 

"Germany is onn v^-r-i military camp 
It is geographically in such a position 
that it ia compelled to maintain a great 
military force. On one aide is Austria, 
that they have overrun, and France that 
has been con(iuereil and jiart of her ter 
ritory taken away by fighting her when 
she was at great disadvantage. On the 
other side stands tliegreat Russian hear, 
and between these two Germany finds 
it necessary to keep lier powder tiry. The 
German army is kept under rigid discip- 
line, is well (Irilled, and makes tlie finest 
a|)pearanco on parade, but its fighting 
(lualities are no better tlian those of tl 
I'^ngiiah, Russian or French armies." 

To the (juestion aa to whether the 
United States under its military policy 
would bo able to cope with a European 
power. Gen, Miles replied: "In our 
population one out of every five is capa- 
ble of carrying arms. This will give us 
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costs more than other medi- 
cines. But then it cures more 
than other :ncdicincs.

an army oi 12,000,000. Our people are 
strong physically and generally intelli- 
gent and well-informed. Besides that, 
each is sovereign and personally inter- 
ested in his government, without being 
forced into service by a military despot- 
ism. We have mony thousands of lucn 
still living who have seen more war and 
participated in more battles tlian any 
man in Europe. Modern rides are dif- 
ferent than the guns which our revolu- 
tionary fathers went to war with. The 
range of modern arms is very great, and 
many of the steel projectiles weigh 800 
to 1,000 pounds. Although the Maxim 
and Gatling gana are American inven- 
tions, thev are largely used iu the Euro- 
pean armies." ' 

KLONDYKB OUTFITTING TRADE. 

To THE EniTOK : — I have read with in- 
terest the recent articles and correspond- 
ence touching upon the steps which 
should be taken to secure to Victoria her 
rightful share of the Klondyke outfitting 
and carrying businesB. Now, sir, bb a 
recent arrival in this city that which 
struck me most forcibly is the compara- 
tive inertia displayed in preparation for 
the " spring rush," when contrasted 
with the extreme energy which has been 
put forth from the very inception of the 
mininfc boom by the tnercantile intereata 
of Seattle, San Franciaco, and even snch 
far ofT ports as San Diego. 

Whilst, as an Englishman, I would 
heartily deprecate the introduction into 
our mercantile code of any objectionable 
method of infiuencing trade, yet in this 
matter I cannot but think that we might 
with advantage take a leaf from our 
neiglibor's book and make a more vigor- 
ous push for a business which, in view 
of our great advantage, it would surely 
be lolly to let escape us. 

I am informed that a generous 
amount has been appropriated for ad- 
vertising the advantages of Victoria as 
an outfitting headquarters; but this, 
whilst all very well as far as it goes, ia 
certainly very far from all that is neces- 
sary in view oi the very limited time 
during which this harvest must be 
reaped. 

Were this a private business venture 
and not one which our whole town are 
equally interested the fostering, surely 
more active, personal effort would 
be expended. Am I not right 
in surmising that the appropria- 
tion ia being directed chiefly to- 
wards influencing business coming from 
Canadian and European ([uarters, and 
that the over-crowded field immediately 
at our doors ia being largely left to the 
exploitation of the .San Francisco out- 
fitter, provision merchant and steam- 
boat owner. 

Why not carry the war right to the 
camp of our rival? Y'our advantage in 
the matter of tarifi' on goods going into 
the valley of the Yukon is so preponder- 
ating that if the facts were once fairly 
brought home to the Californian intend- 
ing miner he could not choose but outfit 
here. 

You cannot expect that the American 
trader will do this for you — as a matter 
of fact ho gets around the difficulty, 
whenever it is brought to the front Ijy a 
too enquirini: customer, with this expla- 
nation : " While it is true vou will have 
to pay duty on Ainerican bought goods 
going into British Columbia, on the 
other hand you would have to ])ay an 
even heavier duty on Canadian bought 
goods passing in through the American 
strip." And this fallacious statement 
generally suffices to settle the doubts of 
the poor candidate for IClondyke glories. 

Unless you had passed the last six 
months on California soil you could form 
no adequate conception of how general 
and far-reaching is the effect of the min- 
ing excitement, It is certainly greater 
there tlian in any other part of, the 
world, and tliis for many reasons, 
amongst others, perhaps, is that the 
history of California renders her peculi- 
arly susceptible to influences such as the 
jireHoiit. Added to this the fact that that 
state to-day contains more disappointed, 
deceived, over mortgaged and generally 
disgruntled men than any other state 
in the Union. Farther I might 
add that there are ao many thou- 
sanda of plucked and feathered Eng- 
lish men there who are striving to earn 
a hand-to-mouth livelihood by the very 
hardest of bard work, and who would 
give their right hands almost to be once 
more under their own good old fiag, but 
who are aaliamed to go liack homo 
broken, cheated men. These are the 
men who woukl now make the nmpt en- 
thusiastically loyal British Hulij.-cts 
could they but transport thciiiaelvea to 
British soil again. 

There is no town of any size in Cali- 
fornia to-day in which there is not being 
projected from one to a dozen companies 
of from five to fifty men eacli, whose ob- 
jective point is "the Yukon in the 
B[)riiig," and I suggest that it would 
well repii y Victoria to have one or more 
travelli;.^ repreaentativea in California 
to-day, whose business it should be to 
set into touch with the promoters of 
these companies, and energetically to 
bring before tneiii the genuine advant 
ages of this city. 

I do not speak without experience ir 
the matter, for 1 am even now acting ii; 
helialf of one of the larger of these [iro- 
jected coiiipaiiicH, ami have liad to argue 
the queHtioii of Victoria ver.'ins San 
Francisco before my couferes many tiniea 
and oft. 

Trusting that tho impoitanco of the 
subject may excuse its treatment at such 
length. Anglo-Oalifornian.
